primarily as a peace gesture 
rather than for serious diplo- 
matic negotiations. 


Secretary of State Dean Rusk 


ordered a careful analysis ol 
the lengthy document, which 
reached here Thursday as a 
personal note from Khrushchev 
to Johnson. It was forward to 
Johnson at his Texas ranch 
Thursday night.

their entire allotment under the 
payment plan.

acres would be around 10.5 cents 
a pound on their normal yield 
of cotton. Funds would be ob- 
tained from sale of surplus gov- 
ernment cotton. Officials figure 
the plan would cut this year's 
prospective crop of 13.8 million 
bales to 10.8 million. Surpluses 
would be sold to help fill de- 
mands. 


Officials estimated such a pro- 


gram would cut costs of govern- 
ment cotton programs at least 
$200 million a year. This year's 
cotton program will cost about 
$728 million.

President Johnson dug into post- 
al and housing problems Thurs- 
day and received promises that 
employment and red ink will be 
cut in the postal service—with- 
out impairing it.

Postmaster General John A. 


Gronouski and. later. Housing 
Administrator Robert C. Weav- 
er flew in from Washington to 
confer with Johnson at his LBJ 
Ranch in the Texas hill country. 


The President, who reportedly 


wants to get an unrelenting of- 
fensive for peace under way in 
advance of the November elec- 
tions, was on the receiving end 
Thursday of a round-robin So- 
viet note regarding peace pros- 
pects. 


Soviet Ambassador Anatoly F. 


Dobrynin delivered the 20-page 
note at the State Department in 
Washington for relay to the 
President. The message from 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev to 
Johnson was similar to those he 
sent other chiefs of state in Eu- 
rope. 


The President brought Weav- 


er to the ranch to talk over a 
comprehensive 
housing pro- 


gram. For while Johnson says 
his watchword is economy, he 
also wants to apply some sav- 
ings to unmet human needs. 


Gronouski met with newsmen 


at an Austin, Tex., press center 
after conferring with Johnson. 
The postmaster general said he 
assured the President that in 
the next six months—the last 
half of the 1964 fiscal year—his 
department, the government's 
biggest employer of civilians, 
will lower its rolls by 5,000 
workers to a total of 590,000. 


Extended over a full year, he 


said, this reduction would save 
$30 million in pavroll expenses. 


But apparently it won't ex- 


tend far into the 1965 fiscal 
year which starts next July 1. 


Under questioning, the post- 


master general said that in 1965

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Khrushchev 
Convival on 
New Year's

MOSCOW (AP) - Soviet Pre- 


mier Khrushchev toasted in the 
new year today with an appeal 
for further lessening of cold war 
tensions in 1964. But at a con- 
vivial Kremlin reception, Khru- 
shchev said his only difference 
with Communist China is on 
"how to bury captalism." 


Sitting next to a suprise guest, 


ex-Premier 
Nikolai Bulganin, 


who fell into disgrace after a 
Communist party power strug- 
gle in 1957, Khrushchev was in 
an expansive mood as he pro- 
posed 13 toasts. 


His face clouded, however, 


when he recalled the demonstra- 
tion in Red Square two weeks 
ago by several hundred African 
students protesting the alleged 
murder of a medical student 
from Ghana. 


Warning the African students, 


Khrushchev said: "At home if 
they want to stand on their 
heads and shake their legs in 
the air, then they can do so if 
the government permits it. But 
we will not allow it. 


"If they don't like it here, 


they can have their passports 
and we can give them a good 
send off." 


The cheerful Soviet leader led 


the Kremlin gathering of 2,000 
persons, including foreign diplo- 
mats and newsmen, after re- 
leasing texts of messages to 
President Johnson and Cuba's 
Prime Minister Fidel Castro. 


Upon Johnson, he urged con- 


tinued improvement in Soviet- 
American relations and a less- 
ening of world tensions. 


To Castro, he pledged to sup- 


port Cuba in the event of an at- 
tack by "United States aggres- 
sive circles." 


Khrushchev also took note 


that this is the fifth anniversary 
of the Cuban revolution. "The 
Soviet people fulfilling their in- 
ternationalist duty, will contin- 
ue to render all-round assist- 
ance to their Cuban brothers in 
their struggle for a new life," 
he added.

Barry Goldwater, a city council- 
man just 15 years ago, will tell 
the nation Friday whether he 
will seek the 1964 Republican 
presidential nomination.

and November." Goldwater was 
55 on New Year's Day. 


He will meet with Arizona Re- 


publican leaders briefly before 
talking with newsmen. For the 
benefit of television and radio 
he will read, uninterrupted, a 
two-page statement. 
Then he 


will call for questions. 


Goldwater still will be wear- 


ing a cast on his right foot, an 
aftermath of surgery to remove 
a calcium deposit from his heel. 
The senator, however, probably 
will be able to walk unaided, 
tossing aside the crutches he 
has been using. 


Goldwater, long the spokes- 


man for the Republican conserv- 
ative wing, was the front run- 
ner for the nomination in a re- 
cent AP poll of county chair- 
men. His margin of support, 
however, has dipped from a poll 
taken before the assassination 
of President John F. Kennedy.

Rangers Are

BEN SUC, Viet Nam (AP)- 


A battalion of South Vietnam- 
ese rangers 
waded 
through 


brush and grass for a surprise 
assault on a heavy concentra- 
tion of Communist guerrillas. 


As the rangers crossed the 


Saigon River, 30 miles north- 
west of the capital, they en-4 
countered only small arms' fire. 
It looked like a sure govern- 
ment victory over the Vie't Cong 


I n s t e a d , the Communists 


sprung a trap, and for six hours 
threatened the rangers with an- 
nihilation. Four rangers were 
killed, 17 were wounded, includ- 
ing a U:S. sergeant, and 30 still 
ing a U.S. sergeant, and 30 still 
have not made it back to camp. 


Only the Rangers' superb* 


fighting ability and training in 
the same tactics used by the 
Viet Cong averated a disaster, 
U.S. military advisers said aft" 
er the action on New Year's 
Eve. 


Target of the surprise attack 


was a Viet Cong battalion, in 
Binh Duong Province. 


The rangers crossed, the Sai- 


gon River 
without 
incident.., 


When the Communists put up* 
heavier resistance, the rangers 
counterattacked, 
forcing 
the 


guerrillas back and swarming 
over 
their 
foxholes and en- 


trenchments. 


But the retreat obviously was 


meant to draw in the advancing 
rangers. From dug-in positions, 
the guerrillas opened a barrage 
of fire on the rangers, who were 
outnumbered 2-1. 
. ^ 


The rangers tried to encircle 


the Viet Cong but lacked enough 
men, 


As the rangers retreated, a 


dozen mortars opened fire from 
across the river. The Commu- 
nists had taken ove the fox- 
holes and trenches between the 
rangers and the river. 


The unit fought on, moving 


back from trench to trench. 
When, they finally reached,Jhe . 
river, they were bombarded for 
three more hours. 


After darkness, the battalion 


pushed into the brush and wait- 
ed for another Viet Cong attack. 


The attack never came. The 


battalion finally recrossed the 
river but the battle showed the 
Communists were as formida- 
ble as ever as the jungle war 
entered its fifth year.

Jordan awaits the Holy Land 
pilgrimage of Pope Paul VI 
with warmth, affection and en- 
ihusiasm and he hopes it will 
herald a new era in relations 
net ween Moslems and Chris- 
tians. 


"It is my earnest hope that 


eminent spiritual leaders of out- 
two great faiths will take con- 
crete steps with a view toward 
achieving this blessed, historic 
objective," the 27-year-old Mos- 
lem monarch told a crowded 
news conference Thursday. 


Hussein saw no possibility, 


however, that the Roman Cath- 
olic pontiff's visit could better 
relations between Arab nations 
and Israel, the Jewish state 
that is, like Jordan, a keeper of 
Christian shrines. 


The king addressed about 400 


newsmen in a movie theater of 
the 
old Walled City, which 


buzzed with preparations 
for 


reception of the Pope. Work- 
men put up yellow and white 
Vatican flags and the black, 
green and white standards of 
Jordan. 
Strolling the streets 


were desert troops assigned to 
help guard the pontiff. 


A jet fighter escort, a 21-gun 


salute, presentation of an olive 
branch and release of flocks of 
white pigeons are arranged for 
Jordan's welcome to the Pope 
on his arrival Saturday at Am- 
man, its capital. 


Though Pope Paul is to lour 


holy places of both Jordan and 
Israel on his three-day pilgrim- 
age, the king said he believes 
there is no political implication 
and "I can hardly see how 
Arab-Israeli relations could im- 
prove." 


Jordan was among the Arab 


foes of Israel in the Palestine 
war of 1948, a war halted by 
U.N.-sponsored 
armistices 
but 


never ended by treaty. Many of 
the more than a million Pale- 
stinian Arab refugees of (hat 
conflict live in Jordan. 


Asked if Jordan would accept 


papal mediation if it is offered, 
the king said this question has 
not arisen, but commented that 
the Israelis must "remedy the 
wrongs they've committed'." 


The feeling in the Arab world 


is that Israel, as it stands, has 
designs and plans to carry fur- 
ther aggression and expand "at 
our expense," Hussein said.

U.S. Studies 
Peace Offer 
From Russia

WASHINGTON (AP) - Top 


U.S. officials began a 
careful 


study today of a reported new 
proposal from Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev for a worldwide 
pact pledging peaceful 
settle- 


ment of international disputes 
over territory. 


The proposal was made by 


the Soviet leader in messages 
Thursday to President Johnson 
and other world leaders. Secre- 
tary of State Dean Rusk said 
while it was being translated 
into English (hat in its empha- 
sis on peaceful settlement it 
seemed to be in line with a long 
established U.S. policy. 


Rusk said the 21-page mes- 


sage would be carefully stud- 
ied. President Johnson is get- 
ting a complete text delivered 
to him at his ranch in Texas. 


The message evidently is part 


of the Soviet peace offensive 
which 
Khrushchev undertook 


with the beginning of the new 
year. This parallels a peace 
drive opened this week by John- 
son with a call for break- 
throughs toward East - Wojt 
agreement. 


Rusk told a news conference 


Thursday that the United States 
will begin work shortly with the 
Allied governments principally 
interested in German issues — 
West 
Germany, 
Britain and 


France—on possible "new initi- 
atives" which the Western pow- 
ers may put forth in future'dis- 
cussions with the Soviet Union. 
The whole U.S. disarmament 
policy is also under review in a 
search for new ideas and re- 
vamped proposals to be made 
when the Geneva disarmament 
conference is resumed Jan. 21. 


Rusk also confirmed reports 


that there has been some dis- 
cussion of a "bonfire" disarma- 
ment proposal for destruction of 
various types of weapons, such 
as jet warplanes, which the nu- 
clear powers might otherwise 
sell or give to smaller coun- 
tries. 


It was learned that the Unit- 


ed States has suggested to the 
Soviet Union an agreement to 
ban the delivery of such weap- 
ons to other countries. The sug- 
gestion is understood to have 
been made by Rusk when he 
met with Soviet leaders in Mos- 
cow last summer for signing of 
the 
limited 
nuclear 
test-ban 


treaty. 


In his session with newsmen, 


Rusk sounded a note of cau- 
tious optimism for progress in 
improving East-West 
relations 


in the months ahead, though he 
was unable to say specifically 
how negotiations might proceed
